RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on   slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
vere   steady  to  50/  higher  at  midwest  markets 
under  the  influence  of  moderate  receipts.     In- 
creased marketings  of  slaughter  cows  sold 
steady  to  50/  lower.     Demand  continued  broad 
for  the  seasonally  large  volume  of  feeder 
cattle  and   calves  and  prices  were  generally 
steady.     Barrows  and  gilts  declined  25-50/ 
over  most  of  the  Corn  Belt  as  combined  market- 
ings at  the  12  terminals  and   in  the  Interior 
Iowa-Southern  Minnesota  area  reached    796,600, 
the  largest  for  any  week  since  January  1960 
with  the  Interior  accounting  for  the  big  bulge 
in  receipts.     Sows  sold   steady  to  75/  lower. 
Slaughter  lambs  were  generally  strong  to  50/ 
higher  under  the  influence  of  reduced  supplies 
and  higher  dressed  lamb  prices. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -     Reduced 
supplies  of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  for 
the  past  two  weeks  have  influenced  price  ad- 
vances on  both  dressed  meat  and  live  cattle. 
At  midwest  terminal  markets,   slaughter  steers 
8nd  heifers  sold   steady  to  50/  higher  for  the 
week  in  review.     The  average   selling  price  of 
beef  steers  out  of  first  hands  at  Chicago  at 
$24.73  was  the  highest  for  any  week  since  last 
April.     A  seasonal  increase   in  cows  along  with 
lower  dressed   cow  beef  resulted  in  a   steady  to 
50/  lower  live  trade.     Bulls  were  also  steady 
to  50^  lower  and  vealers  were   steady.     Twelve 
market  receipts  were  slightly  below  the  pre- 
vious week  and  8  percent  below  a  year  ago. 
Good  and  Choice  continued  to  make  up  the  bulk 
of  the  steer  supply  but  most  centers  received 
loadlots  of  mixed  Choice  and   Prime  with  Choice 
predominating  at  Chicago.     Price  spreads  on 
all  grades  were  rather  narrow  as  weight  and 
dressing  percentage  were  very  important  as 
price  determining  factors.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  of 
feeder  cattle  and   calves  at  terminal  markets 


continued   seasonally  large.     Marketings  of  year- 
ling and   two-year-old   cattle  were  not  quite  as 
large  as  during   several  previous  weeks  this 
season  but  the  movement  of  calves  expanded  to 
the  largest  volume  thus  far  this  year.     The 
supply  of  calves  at  Sioux  City  was  the  largest 
for  that  market  for  any  week  in  25  years.     How- 
ever,  some  markets  continued   to  receive  only 
moderate  numbers  of  calves  and  as  a  result  total 
marketings  of  this  class  were  little  different 
than  a  year  ago.     Sizable  numbers  of  high-Choice 
and  mixed  Choice  and  Fancy  calves  and  yearlings 
were  on  display.     Although  large  volume  fall 
marketings  are  headed  into  the  final  weeks  of 
the  1961  seascn,   supplies  as  yet  have  shown 
little  evidence  of  deterioration  in  over-all 
quality  such  as  usually  is   seen  during  the  final 
clean-up  stages.     Trading  at  midwest  markets 
was   somewhat  uneven  but  for  the  most  part  was 
fairly  active  and  generally  showed  very  little 
departure  from  a  steady  basis.     Principal  excep- 
tion was  at  Kansas  City  where  yearling  and  two- 
year-old  cattle  were  strong  to  50/  higher  in  a 
reaction  from  an  isolated  decline  at  that  market 
the  previous  week.

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Hogs  moved  to 
market  in  a  substantial  volume  with  receipts  at 
the  12  terminals  6     percent  above  the  previous 
week  and  3   percent     more  than  the  corresponding 
week  of  a  year   ago.     The  run  numbered     349,000 
head  and  was  the  largest  for  any  week  since 
April.     The   step-up  in  marketings  was  largely 
seasonal.     However,  weather  was  unfavorable  for 
field  work  and   proved  to  be  a  factor  as  produc- 
ers turned  their  attention  to  marketing  hogs. 
No.   1-3  190-260//  barrows  and  gilts  again  predom- 
inated, but  there  was  some  increase  in  250-27O# 
offerings,   and  the  average  weight  at  many  points 
was  a  few  pounds  heavier.     Weight  became  a  more 
important  price  determining  factor  and,   as  a 
result,   some  wideni»£  developed  in  price  spreads. 
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In  fact,  price  pressure  became  quite  severe  on 
butcher  hogs  over  24Q?  late  in  the  week  at 
many  centers.     Sows  arrived   in   seasonally  small 
numbers,   and  comprised  around   6-11  percent 
of  the  supply.    The  increase  in  receipts  along 
with  a  lower  wholesale  trade  on  some  cuts  had  a 
depressing  effect  on  live  prices. 

Barrows  and  gilts  finished  the  period 
largely  25-50£  lower.     Sows  closed    steady  to 
75£  lower  at  most  centers.

Hogs  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
receipts  at  448,000  head  were  largest  of  the 
season  with  the  supply  38  percent  larger  than 
in  the  preceding  week  and  19  percent  more  than 
in  the  like  period  a  year  ago.     Marketings  in- 
cluded a  moderate  increase  in  the  proportion  of 
barrows  and  gilts  over  230//,     Sows  comprised  an 
estimated   g£  of  receipts.     Prices  were  gener- 
ally 25-50^  lower  for  the  week  with  the  full 
decline  on  weights  over  240#  in  several  parts 
of  the  area.     Sows  were  fully  25£  lower,  in- 
stances 50£  off  on  weights  under  330? .

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the   12 
terminals  totaled  104,000      head,   around  12    per- 
cent less  than  previous  week  but    3      percent 
more  than  a  year  ago.     Wooled  lambs  comprised 
bulk  of  lamb  supply,   although  shorn  lambs 
accounted  for    50   percent  of  slaughter  lambs 
at  Sioux  City.       Slaughter  ewes  and  feeder 
lambs  were  in  small  volume  at  most  markets, 
however,  feeder  lambs  made  up    65   percent  of 
the  run  at  Denver.     Reduced  receipts  and  higher 
dressed  lamb  prices  at  most  wholesale  centers 
had  a  bullish  influence  on  the  live  market. 
Closing  prices  on  slaughter  lambs  were   strong 
to  50^  higher  at  most  markets  with  some   sales 
$1.00  up.     The  50-75 t  lower  trend  at  Denver 
was  an  exception.

Prices  were   fully   steady  to   strong  for 
selected  lots"  of  kosher  steer  beef,   however, 
6ome  forequ-^rters  were  $1.00  lower.

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BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 


In  general,  trading  on  wool  remained  very 
dull.  There  was  very  little  activity  on  do- 
mestic wools  as  prevailing  demand  was  mostly 
poor.  Woolen  wools  were  slow. 

Prices  for  domestic,  territory  and  fleece 
wools  held  about  steady. 

Primary  interest  currently  centered  on 
last  week's  sealed  bid  sale  at  Portland,  Oregon 
and  also  the  sale  at  Minneapolis,  Minnesota 
which  got  underway  on  November  1.  Details  of 
these  sales  are  as  follows  and  bulk  moved  to 
Eastern  buyers:  Out  of  an  offered  1,000,000 
pounds  of  Oregon,  Washington,  California,  Idaho 
and  Alaska  wools,  800,000  pounds  were  sold. 
Prices  on  a  clean  content  basis  for  the  various 
grades  ranged  as  follows:  Fine  31.18-1.25, 
half-blood  il. 06-1. 16,  3/8s  51. 06-1. 08,  l/4 
31.05-1.11,  lovv  1/4  980,  braid  79-810. 

Of  the  two  million  pounds  offered  at 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota  1,900,000  pounds  sold, 
both  fleece  and  territory  wools,  all  combing. 
Prices  estimated  on  a  clean  basis  showed  fine 
wools  at  31. 18-1. 22,  half-blood  $1.14-1.17, 
three-eighths  31.06-1.09,  cruarter-blood  51.04- 
1.07. 

Prices  at  foreign  markets  were  firm. 
Cabled  reports  at  midweek  from  Australia  and 
South  Africa  showed  Japan  and  the  Continent 
dominating.  Offerings  were  mainly  fine  types,, 
both  combing  and  clothing.  New  Zealand 
auctions  at  Timaru  and  Christchurch  reported 
fair  activity  by  all  interests  at  steady 
prices.  South  American  wools  remained  quiet 
although  volume  was  increased  slightly. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Spot  sales  of  fleece  wools 
comprised  small  lots, generally  steady. 

Territory  Wools  -  Good  French  combing  and 
staple  64s  and  finer  31.18-1.
